Democrats who taik from experi- 
ence and are conservative are saying 
quietly that Parker has a good figbt- 
ing chance. Other Democrats who are 
more singujme assert that Parker has 
an even chance sith Roosevelt. 

Judze Parker is known to be aman 
eof stronz Americanism and of up- 
vizht, honest character. He is a con- 
servative man’‘and not a talker. Tho 
Democrats did well in naming him, it 
is believed. Then they did well a 
second time when they placed Elenry 
G. Davis, of West Virginia on (he tic- 
ket. Davis is strong with both fac- 
tions of the Democracy, and his 
friends predict will carry West Vir- 
ginia fer his ticket. In addition the 
paming of Thomas Taggart of In- 
aijana, as chairman of the Democrat- 
ic national committee and the leader 
of the campaign, is exnvected by tead- 
ers of the party to offset the nomin- 
acien of Senator Fairbanks on the 
Republican national ticket, as Tag- 
art is quite as well liked in the 
Hosier state among the people who 
vote as is Fairbanks.

As the several uncom- 
pleted sections in this distance are 
finished the tearns and grading out- 
fits will be moved west of Pattleford. 
Maleolm McCrimmon is at _ present 
grading at Battleford and will be 
moving west within a short time. 

Greut efforts are being made to 
push construction work with all pos- 
sible vigor and the season has been 
very favorable. If the fall remain 
open the end of the grade will be well 
within seventy-five miles of Edmon- 
ton before the.snow flies... This is 
easily possible if the same progress 
continues to be made as has already 
been made this year. A large party 
is now at work near Bresaylor. 
CROPS LOCKING WELL. 

Throughout the whole country Mr. 
Cornwall states that he never saw 
the crops looking better. They are 
splendid without an exception. The 
weather has been ideal and the hay 
crop is unlimited this year. With the 
good crops and the railway construc- 
tion work which will take place near 
Edmonton next spring, the coming 
year will doubtless far surpass any 
previous year.in Edmonton’s history 
for progress and advancement.

Forest Fires 


Blairmore Times: 

The danger from forest fires has not 
yet entirely passed and this week has 
been but a repetition of last in that 
respect. Tuesday the whole of the 
mountains back of the town on the 
south, were in flames and the roar 
of the firé sounded like distant thun- 
der. The people ef Coleman had to 
turn out to fight the dires raging near 
that place and stopped it before it 
reached the town or mine, but it was 
a close call. Twice during the weck 
the eastbound express has been delay- 
ed by fires west of us. On Tuesday 
the No. 1 and Now 2 logging camps of 
Peter McLaren became a prey to the 
fiery elements and most of his tim- 
ber limits ‘n this section gre at pre- 
sent on fire at a dozen places. At 
the Crow’s Nest lake the heavy tim- 
bered sections have been fire swept 
and the fires still rage. During the 
week men from Lille have been out 
trying to keep the fire from spread- 
ing to the thick timber surrounding 
that place and have so far succeeded. 
McLaren's inanager has been trying to 
save the limits on the Soath Fork 
and has had a force of men out ever 
Jthere. The dry weather still con- 
tinues and the smoke hangs over the 
whole pass like 2 pail, making it dif- 
ficult to see for any distance. High 
winds have prevailed and fires sre 
wontinualiy breaking out in new 
places, and unless heavy soon falis, 
the whole country. hids fair to be 
burnt over. One feature of the pre- 
gent fires has been to drive much 
game down out of the mountains jnto 
the comparatively open valleys and 
both deer and bear are reported to 
be numerous in the foothills.

Joe. Martin in Court 


Wancouver, B. C., Aug. 5.—Accused 
by Magistrate Williams. of obstruet- 
ing the court proceedings in connec- 
tion with the trial of Dr. Telford for 
the murder of Miss Hattie Bowell. on 
whom the doctor is accused of having 
performed an illegal operation result- 
ing in her death, Joscpi Martin, 
K. C., ex-premier of Brit'sh Colum- 
bia, was yesterday forcibly expelled 
from the police court rcom by con~- 
stables. 

Martin was acting counsel for Tel- 
ford, and demanded from the magis- 
trate the warrant on which McHarg, 
the principal crown witness, and the 
person supposed to be responsible for 
Miss Bowell’s condition, had been ar- 
rested in Portland. 

The law demands that the person 
swearing out the information should 
take an oath that the individual 
wanted is in the province, but it was 
well known that MceHarg was in the 
states. Martin averred that the in- 
formation in legal form did not exist 
and demanded that he be allowed to 
see it. 

The magistrate tried to put him off, 
‘but Martin persisted and created a 
scene whereon the chief of police was 
instructed «o remove him. Accordingly 
the ex-premier was forcibly expelled 
from the court.
